While the Nippon Yusen Kaisha 
is endeavouring to improve its foreign 
services, the Osaka’ Shosen Kaisha, 
which devoted its attention ta opera- 
tions overseas during the war, is now 
turning its energies to the improve- 
ment of its inland services,’ Recent- 
ly' the Osaka company. placed the 
“Kurenai Maru,” 1,396 tons, on. the 
Osaka-Beppu, line, and. has now 
ordered a steamer of 1,550 tons to 
be used on this line. This ship -will 
go into the service from April of 
next year. There will then be a 
sailing every other.day from Osaka, 
instead of one sailing in three. days 
as is the case at preserit.
